The Perſwaſion of Faith is Fa Beliet, which.the - 
New-Creature receives into the renewed mind, from 
He Evidence and Demonſtration of the Spirit, which 
 opength and manifeſteth the things of the Spirir, unto 
that mind which is begotten and renewed by it. And. 


- this Perſwafion is certain and infallible, hownger it may 


be ſtruck at and battered, by the reaſonings of the wiſe. 
earthly part, even Hi that very man, whoſe heart is thus 
perſwaded, by the Lightof the Spirit of God, COnNCern- 
ing the things of God's Kingdom. }. .
